STANLEY WEDDED. 


The Ceremony at Westminster 
Abbey. 


Enthusiastic CrowdsCheer the Explorer 
and His Bride, 


A Great Fire Raging at Constantinople 
—A Thousand Buildings Burned, 


Horrible Atrocities Committed in 
Morocco—France Making Im- 
portant Changes in 
Her Tariff. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Lonpon, July 12.—(By Cable and 
Associated Press.] The marriage of 
Henry M. Stanley and Miss Dorothy 
Tennant took place at Westminster 
Abbey this afternoon. The ceremony 
was performed by Dean Bradley, Arch- 
bishop Farrar and Lord Bishop Car- 
penter of Ripon. A large crowd gath- 
ered about the abbey, 
cheered Stanley and Miss Tennant on 
their arrival. Stanley entered the 
abbey at 1:50. He walked erect up 
the transept, showing no signs of ill- 
ness, and took a seat near the altar. 
Count Daroche, representative of King 
Leopold of Belgium, and the groom’s 
best man, Mr. Myers, brotherin-in-law 
of Miss Tennant, and Dr. Parke, Mr. 
Jepson, Capt. Nelson and Lieuts. 
Stairs and Bonny, who were with 
Stanley on his last expedition, grouped 
themselves around Stanley. 

ive minutes later Miss Tennant, 
accompanied by her brother, Charles 
Coombe Tennant, entered the abbey 
and walked along the aisle. Her train 
was borne by two of her nephews 
dressed as pages of the time of Charles 
I. The bridesmaids were Miss Sylvia 
Myers, the bride’s niece, and Miss 
Finlay, both of whom are very pretty. 

The bride’s costume was a petticoat 
and long court train of white duchesse 
satin and corded silk, and a bodice of 
white satin trimmed with lace. The 


fronts of the skirt and corsage were 
embroidered with white silk and pearls, 


and the edge of the petticoat and train 


were trimmed with garlands of 


orange blossoms. The bodice was 


set off with a high Medici collar, 


jembroidered with pearls. A tulle veil 


was fastened on her hair with diamond 


stars, and this was surmounted by a 

wreath of orange blossoms, Hers

Then, resuming her place, she walked 
to the altar with head erect and 
flushed cheeks. Stanley rose to re- 
ceive her, and the service begun. 

Stanley’s voice was almost inaudible 
as be reepated the service, bat Miss 
Tennant’s was clear and steady, and 
only faltered as she repeated the 
words “In sickness, and in health,” 

After the service the party proceeded 
to the residence of the bride’s mother 
in Richmond Terrace, where a recep- 
tion was held. Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone, 
Sir Garnet Wolseley and Lady Wolse- 
ley, Sir Lyon Playfair, Baroness Bur- 
dette-Coutts, Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, John Morley, Sir John Millais 
and a bost of other well-known per- 
sons were present. 

After the ceremony in the abbey, the 
platform erected for the convenience 
of guests collapsed, and several per- 
sons sitting or standing — it were 
bruised severely.

AN ILL-FATED CRAFT, 


ANOTHER EXPLOSION ON THE 
STEAMER TIOGA. 


The Disaster a Mystery That May 
Never Be Solved — Faurteen 
Dead Bodies So Far 
Recovered. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 

Cuicaao, July 12.—-[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Tonight another terrific 
explosion occurred on the big freight 
steamer Tioga, that was wrecked last 
evening by an unexpected concussion 
in the hold. Fire again broke out, 
and for a moment it seemed as if the 
huge vessel and cargo were doomed. 
The fire department however, was 
promptly on the scene, and soon got

The second disaster puts out of the 
question all attempt to learn to a cer- 
tainty now the number of victims in 
the first explosion.

WASHINGTON (D. C.,) July 12.—[By 
the Associated Press.] Senate.—A 
remonstrance of the Board of Trade of 
Jackson, Tenn., against the’ Federal 
Election Bill was presented by Mr“ 
Harris. 


The Senate resumed consideration of 


the two shipping bills, and was ad- 


dressed by Mr. Vest. 

Mr. Vest said he would like the 
Senator from Maine (Mr. Frye) to ex- 
plain how it was that there was a time 
when, the United States, without a 
dollar of subsidy, and when the coun- 
try was undeveloped, and just emerged 
from a colonial condition, had grap- 
pled with Great Britain and came 
near wrestling from het the control of 
the ocean-carrying trade. He quoted 
from a speech of Daniel Webster. to 
the effect that the success of the Amer- 
ican merchant matine had come, not 
from protection or bounty, but from 
skill, perseverance and economy. He 
showed how former subsidies had 
ended in failure and scandal, 
and summed up the whole question by 
reading an extract from a speech of 
Representative Cannon, showing the 
expenditure of over twenty-one millions 
in subsidies, between 1848 and 187 
and asserting that seven millions woul 
buy all the American steamships then 
afloat. The idea that commerce fol- 
lowed the flag, Mr. Vest said, was a 
monster fallacy. He alluded to the 
interpellation in the British Parliament 
yesterday as to the McKinley bill, and 
said as soon as England found she 
could dispense with American produce 
she would do so, and yet, he said, all 
that American statesmanship aimed at 
wasto put up duties against Great 
Britain. He predicted that subsidies 
would never bring a dollar of foreign 
commerce to the country. They would 
enrich men who got contracts, and 
there would be a repetition of the same 
old scandals that had attended the ex- 
penditure of $21,000,000 in subsidies, 
an expenditure which had left the 
country today with its shipping abso- 
lutely dead. 

Mr. Stewart gave it as his opinion 
that the plan pro in the pending 
bills was the only mode of reviving 
the oceau-carrying trade of the United 
States, and that free ships would sim- 
ply destroy American ship-building 
yards, without affording any relief.

Mr. Harris offered an amendment 
providing that the total sum paid to 
‘any vessels sailing between any Amer- 
ican port and foreign ports shall in no 
case exceed the sum paid vessels of the 
same class and tonnage between such 
foreign ports and the ‘nearest Ameri- 
can port thereto.

Mr. Teller offered an amendment 
providing that no vessel be entitled to 
payment under the act that makes any 
discrimination between or gives un- 
equal facilities to competitive trans- 
portation lines in receiving or for- 
warding freight or baggage at any 
American port or at any foreign port.

A vote was then taken on the amend- 
ment offered yesterday by Mr. Vest, 
providing for free ships for foreign 
trade, but not for lake or coastwise 
trade. It was rejected—yeas, 18; nays, 
29; a strict party vote. 

The tonnage subsidy bill was then 
passed—yeas, 29; nays, 18. The only 
exception to a strict party vote were 
that Mr. Payne voted with the Repub- 
licans for the bill and Messrs. Edmunds

A vote was then taken on the postal 
subsidy bill, and it passed—yeas, 28;

Judge McKinley Going It 
Alone. 


JUDGES OFF FOR VACATION. 


The Freeman Extortion Case~An- 
other Complaint Against Bed- 
well for Embezziement— 
Wife-beater White. 


The Superior Courts have all taken 
a recess, with the exception of Depart- 
ment No. 5, where Judge McKinley 
will sit hereafter during the vacation 
and hear all probate, civil, criminal 
and ex parte matters. The other 
judges are taking a rest after the ar- 
duous duties of the session, and 
nearly all of them will go out of town 
in various directions te recuperate. 

Jydge McKinley sat yesterday in 
his courtroom in Department No. 5. 
He will hear matters from other de- 
partinents in his courtroom. 

He was engaged all day in hearing 
arguments in the case of the Los An- 
geles Savings Bank vs. Batts et al., 
upon a motion to vacate a writ of as- 
sistance. After the arguments the 
case was submitted and was taken 
under advisewent. 

Judge McKinley granted a divorce 
— to Mrs. II. A. Marion from 
er husband, G. L. Marion. The 
ground ot the complaint was failure to 
provide, and the case went by default. 
IN JUSTICE SAVAGE’S COURT 
yesterday W. W. Freeman was ar- 
raigned on the charge. of extortion 
under color of official right, under 
which he was arrested the day before, 
and his trial was set for the 21st of 
July. His bail was fixed at $250, which 

was furnished. 

The circumstances of the case are 


the defendant will have hard work to 
escape a conviction. 

He was formerly a deputy constable 
under Coustable Clements, but his 
commission was afterward revoked.

It is charged 
that he exhibited the papers to Dunn, 
and told him that if he did not pay the 
amount immediately he would close 
him up. 

Dunn was frightened about the mat- 
ter, as he did not wish his place closed 
E. aud at once paid the money, which

_ Life Depicted. __ 

AVALON, July 11.— [Correspondence 
of Tne Times.] Each steamer brings 
a goodly number of visitors for the sea- 
son, beside those wlio come for a day’s 
fishing and rowing, returning with the 
steamer the next day. 

The cottages and tents seem to be 
about all taken, and what is to be done 
with the crowds that come to escape 
August’s heat remains a mystery. 
Among those located here for the 
season are families from all the south- 
ern towns, and all agree that it is the 
most charming and safe resort on the 
coast. Here one sees small 
children rowing, fishing and 
bathing at all hours of the day, with- 
out apy assistauce from the older peo- 
ple, and the first accident has yet to be 
recorded. Gay parties, ing aud 
rowing, flll the beautiful bay till late 
at night, the placid waters and balmy 
air making it a never-ending delight— 
a dream, a dolce far niente of the soul. 
Aside from the charm of the bay, with 
its rowing and curio hunting, 
here are lofty and precipitous peaks to 
be scaled, hunting for the festive 
goat, or exploring deep cafions and 
mountain sides for the hidden silver 
mine. A party of young people went 
out a few days ago on such an expe- 
dition, at least tha gentlemen did, and 
the young ladies went for fun and a 
day’s climbing, both of which they 
found, having walked sixteen miles, 
some of the way over steep and rocky 
cliffs, up loose shale mountains, where 
a step forward seemed to make two 
backward, and attended with great 
danger. The trip is much more difficult 
than thatto Wilson’s Peak, still they 
reached camp before dark, bringing us 
trophies ten goats. It is needless to 
say the ladies had no band in that.

Count Thomas A. Edison, com- 
maudei of the Legion of Honor, lives 
in a beautiful house, which is almost a 
castle in appearance. 

“Glenmont,’’ as it is called, is de- 
lightfully situated in the midst of the 
aristocratic suburb, Llewellyn Park, 
N. J. This place Mr. Edisgn bought 
after his second marriage, about four 
years ago. 

The family consists of Mrs. Edison, 
two boys and a little girl, the latter 
the child of his second marriage. Mr. 
Edison’s eldest daughter, a young girl 
about 18 years of age, is study- 
ing music in Germany, where she has 
been for nearly a year under the care 
of a relative. 

The two boys, Thomas and William, 
aged 15 and 13 years, are good-man- 
nered, lively little fellows, who are be- 
ing educated at home by a governess. 
Their schoolroom, in the third story, 
is a pleasant, airy place, where the 
boys and their teacher spend four hours 
or go each day.

COL. LEN A. HARRIS.

Full of Years and Honors, 
He Goes to His’ Rest. 


The Part He Bore in the Army and 
While Mayor of Cincinnati 
to Save His Coun- 
try. 


{Cincinnati Commercial Gazette, July 6.] 

Col. Leonard A. Harris died at 5 
o’clock yesterday morning at his home, 
400 West Seventh street—the house 
which was presented to him by the 
citizens of Cincinnati in gratitude tor 
his distinguished services to the city. 

The news of his death was heard 
with regret by all, and with deep sor- 
row by that large circle of men who 
knew him thoroughly and who loved 


The end came rather unexpectedly, | 
but not swiftly. 


October 11, 1824. He lived here during 
his entire life, and during the past 
thirty-five years has been a prominent 
figure, first in war times, then in pol- 
itics, and latterly in the quieter but 
none the ess useful walks of public 


the common schools of the city. and 
would have ended there but for his 
persistence and eagerness for knowl- 
edge. He has been a great student 
ever since he was 21 years old, and had 
accumulated a vast store of knowledge, 
which his strong mind enabled him to 
put to the most excellent uses.

He first came into prominence with 
the breaking out ofthe war. The firing 
on Fort Sumter aroused him, and he 
was one of the first to raise a volunteer 
company. It was attached to the Sec- 
ond Ohio, and he was captain. At the 
disastrous rout of Bull Run the First 
and Second Ohio were the two regi- 
ments that did not fall into disorder, 
and Capt. Harris had much to do with 
keeping them intact ‘as far as Fairfax. 
Courthouse. In succeeding — he 
so distinguished himself for gallantry 
that he received permission from Pres- 
ident Lincoln to return home and raise 
a regiment, 

hen he Wnt inte the 

knew nothing of military tactics, 

that intense earnestness which eharac- 
terized himin all that hedidsoon caused 
bim to master not only the principles 
and practice of military tactics, but 
also much of the art of war, which 
lies back of it. He seemed to be a born 
soldier. He possessed the ability to 
control and discipline men, and he also 
had great tenderness of heart. His 
bravery was the admiration of his com- 
rades, and was never known to fail, 
even in the most trying moments. 
Something of these qualities had al- 
ready manifested itself when he re- 
turned to raise his regiment. He had 
no difficulty in finding men, and in one 
month his regiment was equipped and 
ready for service. 

He was soon made Colonel of the 
Second Ohio Infantry and entered 
upon a military career of great prom- 
He was under Gen. usseau in 
Buell’s campaign against Bragg. He 
was intrusted by Gen. Buell with the 
difficult task of masking the move- 
mentsofthe army. He was to defend 
Fort McCook with seven bundred men 
and Quaker guns. It was ten days be- 
fore the Confederates understood the 
situation and begun to shell the fort. 
Then Col. Harris, by a bold movement, 
escaped with all his men from the un- 
tenable position and rejoined Buell. | 
That General was astonished and con- 
fessed that he expected to hear that 
Harris and his command were killed 
or prisoners. 

At Perryville, Harris wag in com- 
mand of a brigade. ‘The division to 
which it was assigned sustained the 
hottest fire, entering the battle with 
eight thousand meu, only thirty-two 
hundred of whom answered to roll- 
call afterward, His bravery here was 
so marked and excited such general 
comment that his promotion would 
certainly have followed, but he was 
taken with one of the severest of those 
diseases which blight an army, and 
was compelled to return home. 

So strongly were his services ap- 
preciuted at home that he was nomi- 
nated and elected mayor. This was 
in the spring of 1863. Those were 
much-troubled times, and a firm and 
cool head was ergy | Decessary in 
the Mayor’s officé. Col. Harris was 
just the man. In the fall Brough ran 
against Vallandigham for Governor of 
Ohio. There were continual small 
outbreaks in the city, aud on one or 
two occasions embryo riots. Mayor 
Harris organized the police force on a 
military basis, and defended the peace 
of the city bravely aud successfully 
One night, when a mob started to 
wreck the Enquirer office, he led the 


into flight and panic. 

It was shortly after this that he 
drafted the famous hundred-day men“ 
law. Men were needed badly at the 
front. The war governors promised 
them to the President and Gen. Grant. 
Gov. Brough took Harris into consulta- 
tion as to how the promise could be 
carried out. Harris drafted the bill 
which, as a law, sent the National 
Guard of Ohio into the field. In this 
way 43,000 men went from Ohio alone, 
while Ohio, Pennsylvania and New 
York sent 120,000 men. This avalanche 
broke the bulwarks of the Rebellion 
and overwhelmed the exhaugted South. 
The One Hundred and Thirty-seventb 
Ohio was one of these regiments, and 
Col. Hurris took command of it.

W. T. Wilson contributes to the Bonds 


Commercial Gazette the following: 
The death of Col. Leu Harris recalls 
to my mind the first Federal offensive 
movement’ during the late war. April 
19, 1861, Col. Jones. now Lieutenant- 
Governor of New York, at the head of 
the Sixth Massachusetts, pushed 
through Baltimore with the loss of two 
men and encamped on the Randall 
farm, near the Relay House, nine miles 
from Baltimore. On the 20th of April 
the Second Ohio, under Col. Mason, 
with Len Harris as Lieutenant-Colo- 
nel, turned Baltimore by the right 
flank, via Frederick pike, and cut off 
St. Timothy’s Military Academy, 
where there were eight hundred Con- 
federate students with arms and artil- 
lery. These tworegiments saved the 
great McCartney bridge over the Pa- 
tapsco River, and opened communica- 
tion with the North and West via Har- 
per’s Ferry.“

The Gypsum Mine and the Natural 
Gas Well—Personals. 

NorpDuoFF, July 10.—[{Correspond- 
ence of Tne Trwes.} Mr. E. 
Twining has arrived from Suan 
Francisco and taken charge of 
the gypsum mine. Thirteen men 
are at work making a road to the ledge 
and teams will be 8 in about 
three weeks. Shipments will then be- 
gin at the rate of twenty tons per day, 
increasing as the excavatious allow 
the working of more men. It is the 
development of such resources as this 
that will make the Ojai more famous 
and bring greater prosperity to her 
residents. 

The discovery of natural gas some 
months ago on William Pirie’s ranch, 
one mile south of Nordhoff, led to 
testing that locality for oil. A well 
was sunk and is now down two hundred 
and Seventy-eight feet with about one 
hundred feet of oil in it. A pump has 
been ordered and the capacity of the 
well will be tested. Should it prove to 
be a paying investment other wells will 
be put down immediately. This ig 
some six miles west and about two 
north of the Santa Paula oil belt, but 
the great success of the companies in 
that region has caused the develop- 
ment of many new fields in this 
county, and from present indications 
the Ojai will soon come in for her 
share of honors in the oil industry.

‘Rev. Selah Brown’s Lecture on the 
“Witch of Endor”—The Frauds 
of Modern Spiritualism, and 
How Exposed—Notes.

The 
assembly of the Epwerth League 
opened as usual with devotional exer- 
cises by Rev. Weber, followed by a 
very interesting children's hour.“ 
and the lecture before the school of 
the English Bible, by Dr. W. A. 
Wright. 

Just before the morning lecture Miss 
Gertrude Neiverl of Pomana sang 
“The Tempest.“ Miss Neiverl has a 
magnificent voice, deep and rich, and 
was called back by the pleased audi- 
ence. 

Rev,. Selah Brown was introduced 
and delivered his lecture on The 
Witch of Eudor.“ The following will 
convey an idea of its contents: 

Three thousand years ago Saul re- 
jected God and God rejected Saul. 
‘The bewildered King sought informa- 
tion of a woman having a familiar 
spirit, known as the Wi of Endor. 

he Doctor pictured the weird scene of 
the night meeting of Saul and the only 
witch he had left alive. 

Tothe great surprise of both per- 
sons, Samuel’s spirit appeared and 
said to Saul, Tomorrow you shall be 
a dead man.” This came to pass. 
God cursed Saul and slew him because 
he had consulted a witch in- 
siead of his God. Spiritualism 
is thousands of years old. It 
began in the garden when the spirit 
tempted Eve. Modern spiritualism 
began forty-two years ago, in the city 
of Rochester, appropriately on April 
ist. Two girls claimed to hear super- 
natural raps. They themselves did it 
with the joints of the ankle and toes to 
amuse themselves by deluding their 
parents and friends. They have since 
confessed to their fraud. The 

rst answer they had was that of a 
spirit who said that he had been killed 
and buried in the cellar, The remains 
were never found. Spiritualism spread 
from this over the country and across 
the sea. Since, we have manifestations 
of spirits moving tables, flashing 
lights, writing sealed letters, appear- 
ing to view, speaking and making 
themselves felt by contact, performin 
music on pianos and violins and heal- 
ing diseases. Such are the facts of 
— spiritism, and not half is 
old. 

Spiritism ap als to our desire to see 
into things hidden, to see into the 
world of spirits, to see our dead 
friends, to pick locks which the Al- 
mighty has closed. We long to see 
the dear ones, to clasp their band just 
once, if for only a moment. Spiritism 
says: ‘‘Mourning one, I have a mes- 
sage from your dear one.“ Alas, that 
they should be deceived this way! Is 
there anything in it? Yes, there is; 
the devilisin it. 1 think I can ac- 
count for these unusual things in 
three ways: First, by Nature’s laws; 
second, fraud, treachery, slight-of- 
band; third, satanic agency. There 
are questions in Nature’s laws which 
we do not understand; in electric phe- 
nomena, mesmerism, and all that is 
‘embraced in the term physic force. I 
believe that nine-tenths of this is fraud 
and humbuggery. It began by decep- 
tion. Hundreds of mediums have 
been detected in their frauds, and 
scores have confessed. Raps by knee 
and ankle joints, by electrical con- 
trivances, secret doors opening in 
walls, floor and baseboards, rubber 
arms and legs, robes and phosporous, 
wonderful photographie apparatuses, 
books read in the dark by the light of 
a phosporous bottle. All these pull 
the wool down over the eyes of ten 
thousand dupes. 

When visiting a town the cemetery 
is visited, names taken, obituaries col- 
lected and numbered, and with a con- 
federate in the audience who signals 
the number of the case and the person 
connected with it, and the audience 
concludes that spiri 
work, 

The Doctor enumerated many cases 
where fraud in this matter had been 
exposed, and told of a gentleman in 
Santa Barbara; who offered $250 for 
proof of spirit appearance. He was 
convinced that it had been done at a 
performance, and paid his money. 
Afterward a confederate of the me- 
dium showed that the matter was a 
clever trick. Many prayers were read 
addressed to the devil. 

The lecturer asked What has spirit- 
ualism done for the world? Why does 
it not come out of its darkness and do 
something? I want something better 
than the ringing of my dinner-bell 
after dinner, or my Methodist chair set 
to dancing in my parlor. Let the 
a come in the daylight, not with 
the owls and bats in the dark. If they 
are from the glorious world what will 
they care for our little middaysun? If 
from the lower regions, what care they 
for a place where the thermometer is 
only 90°? The world is full of spirits, 
but not such as those of which we have 
been talking. Their visits are frequent, 
and they bear us up and guard us. 
Consult not familiar spirits and necro- 
mancers, for the Bible says such are 
an abomination and of the devil.
